NHE 21 ft the Army made a fimall March,the 


Leftadvancing tothe VillageBeerbach,and 
the Right about half a League on this fide 


pais j Yefterday Morning the Duke of 
‘Marlborough, with the Piquet of the Cavalry of the 
Left, and a Detachment of 500 Foot, crofs'd the Par, 
and march’d ro view the Gamp near this Town, in 
which the Enemy had plac’d a Garrifon of 200 Foot 
and as many Horfe; who, as foon as the Duke came 
‘upon the Plain within fight of the Town, retired with 
great Precipitation towards theirArmy driving before 
; the Horfes that were grazing near the Town, 
which they had nor time to mount; 3 Squadrons of 
Dragoon were thereupon order’d to cut off theirRear 
‘Guard, but the Paffage was fo narrow that our Men 
could not come up time enough to prevent their 
Efcape, but took about 100 Horfe in the Town, and 
ued them to their grand Guard, which upon their 
“Approach retir'd under cover of their Camp. The 
Ace went into the Town, where he left 400 Foor 
and 100 Horfe, under command of the Lord North 
and Gray, and then return’dto the Camp. This day 
the Army march'd again, and are encamp’d with the 
‘Right at Wolfurktthaulen and the Left ac Orhmaring, 
‘this place being in the Center of the Line,and within 


’ a League of Ausburg, whereby the Elector of Ba- 


varia’s Communication with his Country is in a man- 
met intirely cut off. We have Advice from P. Eugene, 
‘that Marhhal Tallard was arriv'd the i8th at Villin- 
_gen; that thereupon his Highnefs was march’d with 
Battallions and 60 Squadrons, including the 30. 
Varely {ent from our Army, to obferve his Motions, 
shaving left the reft of his Troops under command 
‘of the Count de Naflau Weilbourg for the Security 
of the Lines. The Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel 
is return'’d from the Army, tho’ he be 
fnot quite recover’d of the Wounds he receiv’d at the 
Attack of the Schellenberg; and the Duke has fince 
declar'd him General of the Horfe. _ 

From the Camp at Fridberg, July 27. Yefterday 
our Army made a General Forrage in fight of the 
Enéfiy’s Camp without any lofs. In the Evening 
‘we had Advice from a Commiffary of the Duke Re- 
gent of Wirtemberg, that the Marfhal de Tallard 
who had beén battering the Town of Villingen 6 
days with 4 24 Pounders and 8 16 Pounders, had 
been oblig’d upon the approach of Prince Eugene 
the 23d to Rorweil, to retire from the Place ; that 
he march’d 2 Leagues the fame day, and was the 
24th at Dutlingen on the Danubc, where he had fent 
before to bake Bread for his’ Army, intending to 
purfue his March with all diligence in order to joyn 
the Elector of Bavatia, which ‘tis thought he may 
do by the 2d. of next Month. As foon as the French 
were retir’d from Villingen Prince Eugene went thi- 
‘ther, (as we learn by Letters of the 24th that are juft 
come from him). and return’d the fame Evening to 
Rotweil, from whence he will march on the other 


fide the Danube, as the Freach advance on this.

other parts to deprive the Enemy as far as we can of 
any Subfiftence. We have no Letters from Prince 
Eugene fince thofe of the 24th, which left him at 
Rotweil and he Marhhal de Tallard at Dutlingen. 
From the Camp at Fridberg, Auguft 3. The 31 ft Vit. 
Advice was brought by a Deferter that the Elector 
of Bavaria had made a Detachment of Horfe to- 
wards Landfperg, whereupon the Duke of Wirtem- 
berg was immediately fent out with 2000 Horfe and 
Dragoons to obferve them, but we had foon after 
notice that the Enemies Party confifted only of 4 
Squadrons which were fent to reinforce the Garrifon 
of Munic&, Orders were then fent to the Duke of 


“Wirtemberg to joyn the Count de la Tour in the 


Execution of his Commiifion to deftroy the Country, 
which having been re shut as far as Munich in 
fuch a manner that the Enemy wifl not be able to 
find any fubfiftence that way, thofe Generals with 
their Detachments have this Evening rejoyn’d the 
Army, which will march to morrow toward Aicha, 
the Artillery and Baggage being march’d that way 
this Afternoon. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 2. 

Strasburg, July 23. Letters from the Army com- 
manded by the Marfhal de Tallard of the 21ft, tell 
us, that the 17th in the Night, he caus’d the Tren- 


‘ches to be open’d before, Villingen,and that they were 


carried on within 100 Paces:of the Dirch ; the 19th 
4 Pieces of Cannon 24; Pounders, and others carry- 
ing 8 Pound Ball, were planted on Batteries and 
made a great Breach in the Wall: The fame day 
an Officer with a Party of 200 Horfe came from the 
Elector of Bavaria ro defire the Martha] to march and 
joyn him as foon as poffibly he could, to oppofe the 
Enemy who threaten’d to ravage his Country. The 


.Marfhal de Tallard anfwer'd him, that as foon as the 
Baggage and Convoys of the Army, (which could 


not get up with him till the 2oth or 21ft,) had pafs'd 
the Hills, he would march to joyn his Eletoral 
Highnets, tho’ Villingen thould not be taken by that 
time. Thefe Letters add, that the Sieur de Morta- 
ne had’ defeated a Party of 300 of the Enemies 
orfe, who were advanc’d near Rotweil to get In- 
telligence of the King’s Forces, and had kill’d or ta- 
ken moft of them. Letters from Frankfort and other 
Places, tell us that after the Action on the Schellen- 
berg, the Duke of Marlborough fent Count Wrati- 
flaw to the Elector of Bavaria, to make Propofals 
of Accomodation to him, offering him great ad- 
vantages and to fatisfy all his Pretentions, for the 
performance of which the Queen his Miftrefs and 
the States General fhould be Guarantees. But his 
Electoral Highnefs anfwer’d, that he was not re- 
duc’d to. a Condition to receive Laws from his E- 
nemies, and that he would never treat without thie 

Participation and Confent of his Allies.
